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Tabor Talent, Round One

This weekend was the first of two fall drama 
productions. Human Geometry. Written by Tabor Academy 
English and drama teacher Mark Howland, the original 
comedy "blurs the lines of gender roles" and explores 
the way mathematical concepts can be used to define 
friendships and romantic relationships. 

Howland has written seven drama productions 
for Tabor Academy, and he has described the play Human 
Geometry as "Tabor-specific," with references to local 
landmarks such as Cumberland Farms and Lillard Dorm. 

Howland directed the play, and senior Nicole 
McLaughlin developed the choreography. Juniors Lucy 
Saltonstall and Joslyn Jenkins were the music directors, 
uniting with junior Max Gonye and freshman Steven 
Walxim in the ukulele chorus. 

The play opened Thursday, November 5, at the 
Will Parker Black Box Theatre and ran through Saturday 
night. 

Opening night for fall production number two is 
Thursday, November 12. Bang Bang You're Dead is a drama 
inspired by a real school shooting, and it addresses the 
topic of gun violence in America, particularly in schools. 

It poses the question: What would make a young man 
raised by loving parents shoot and kill his classmates? 

"The play presents possible explanations for 
this horrific act but settles on none," reads the play's 
description. "We are left with the memories of the victims 
and the tortured thoughts of the killer." 

English teacher John Heavey is the director of the 
play, and he has said that he hopes to shed a light on the 
topic of the need for gun control. 

Heavey has said that this production's goal is to 
"open a dialogue," and a Q&A session will follow each of 
the three performances.

Bike Path and Home Rule Articles Questioned 

Mattapoisett Special Town Meeting

It didn't take long for Town Meeting voters in 
Mattapoisett to routinely move money around from 
one account to another, or to appropriate funds for 
infrastructure work such as new water mains and 
roadways repairs. However, residents voiced their 
concerns when it came to forking out more money for the 
bike path and changing the voting structure when dealing 
with general bylaws. 

Article 6 would have authorized the Board of 
Selectmen to file a Home Rule Petition that would change 
the way Mattapoisett' s General Bylaws are amended 
or altered, from a simple majority vote to a two-thirds 
majority vote. 

Donald Fleming, a resident and practicing 
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attorney asked, "Why would people want to give up their 
right? The board is suggesting limitations on every citizen 
in this town. Zoning needs a two-thirds vote because it 
deals with property ..." 

Fleming felt that, by passing this article, residents 
would be more restricted in petitioning through the town 
meeting process. 

Brad Hathaway spoke up, "Majority rule has 
served this town well for 60 years!" 

Kevin Geraghty, resident and Finance Committee 
member, also voiced his concern saying, "I agree with what 
I'm hearing from the crowd. Why get a super majority? I 
haven't heard any reason why we need to restrict people's 
ideas. Two-thirds makes it harder for the average citizen." 

When the vote was counted, the article carried 52 
in favor and 41 against. That brought Ray Andrews to his 
feet, asking Town Moderator Jack Eklund for a motion to 
reconsider. 

"Move this to the Annual Town Meeting," said 
Andrews. "The vote is too close." 

Eklund was not disposed to do so, however. 

He explained in detail that he had researched his 
responsibilities and authority to decline such a recall. In 
spite of Andrews, again asserting the vote was too close, 
Eklund dismissed the request and the meeting continued. 

Article 18 pertained to the bike path and asked 
voters to approve another $30,000 for test borings required 
by the Massachusetts Department of Transportation. 
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Presenting the article was Bike Path Committee member 
Robert Price. 

Price explained that the test borings is a new 
requirement added since the birth of the bike path and 
its proposed traversing of sensitive wetlands. The DOT 
wants to ensure sufficient rock material for anchoring a 
bridge across Eel River and associated wetlands. 

Residents stepped up to the microphone speaking 
both for and against spending these additional funds. 

Bill Dumas said he had been sitting in the same 
location in the high school auditorium for town meetings 
since 1972 and since the 1980s, he said, "We were told the 
bike path wouldn't cost us anything. How much is the 
'it's not going to cost us anything' is it?" 

Others expressing concern that costs might 
continue to ratchet upwards were Finance Committee 
member Elisabeth Pennington, Selectman Jordan Collyer, 
and resident Bill Sweeney. 

Voters speaking on behalf of supporting approval 
of the article were Principal Assessor Kathleen Costello, 
and residents Randy Smith, Jim Dildine and Mike Botello. 
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Town Administrator Michael Gagne said that, to 
date, the town had ponied up $470,000 for engineering 
and design services. 

In the end, the sentiment of the assembled was 
to approve the spending. The article carried 82 in favor, 7 
against. 

Highway Surveyor Barry Denham presented 
Article 13 pertaining to town bridge and culvert design. 
The article asked voters to support spending $25,000 of 
free cash to perform assessment of culverts throughout 
the town, with most along the beleaguered Acushnet 
Road. The article easily passed 93 to 0. 

Regarding Article 15, Library Roof Repairs, Gagne 
explained that due to a product failure of the roof tiles 
installed less than ten years ago, the town was engaged in 
litigation against the manufacturer. In the meantime, the 
library roof needed a hefty $189,000 worth of repairs. The 
article carried 93 to 0. 

Fifteen articles were easily put through with 
monies going towards much-needed water and sewer 
projects, roadway repairs, or the rescinding of borrowing 
authorizations previously granted. 

Article 16, Replacement of Damaged Police 
Cruiser, was withdrawn by Chief Mary Lyons. 

In a tender moment mid-way through the 
evening, Nick Nicholson was acknowledged by the 
selectmen for his many years of service to the town in his 
role as Water and Sewer Superintendent. He is scheduled 
to retire in December. Nicholson received a standing 
ovation from all in attendance. 


Governor Must Sponsor Annual TM Legislation

The state legislature told the Town of Rochester 
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that in order to pass special legislation to accept the June 
8, 2015 Annual Town Meeting, which was held without a 
quorum. Governor Charlie Baker must be the sponsor of 
the bill, not the Town of Rochester. 


Selectmen authorized Town Counsel Blair 
Bailey and Town Administrator Michael McCue to 
draft and submit the special legislation to the House 
of Representatives on behalf of the Town to accept 
the results of the Annual Town Meeting. McCue told 
selectmen on November 1 that he planned to attend a 
meeting the following week with the Joint Committee on 
Municipalities and Regional Government to speak about 
the special legislation, but on November 5 McCue said he 
no longer needed to attend the meeting. 
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"We've been instructed by the House to go a 
different route in terms of seeking legislation," McCue 
said on November 5 during a special morning meeting of 
the Rochester Board of Selectmen. "The route now is to 
petition the governor." 

The board voted, authorizing McCue to send 
the letter addressed to the governor to Representative 
Bill Straus' office, which will then be forwarded to the 
governor's office. 

"This is the way we should've gone about this," 
said Selectman Naida Parker. She cited other towns that 
have had to seek special legislation similar to Rochester's 
situation. "So this isn't breaking new ground...." 

Immediately after the meeting, McCue scanned 
a copy of the letter to send electronically to Straus' office, 
and he said he would follow that with a hard copy of the 
letter in the mail. 

Selectmen postponed the November 30 Special 
Fall Town Meeting last week until the Annual Town 
Meeting matter is resolved. 


Town House Costs Cause Concern 

Marion Town House Building Committee

The topic for many residents in Marion has been 
what to do and how much to spend on bringing the town 
house into the 21 st century and beyond. 

The need has been demonstrated, a committee 
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has done research and held months of study and public 
meetings, and numerous options have been explored - 
but in the end, cost seems about to trump desire. 

Built in 1890, one of several buildings in the area 
funded by well-known benefactor Elizabeth Taber, the 
Marion Town House has long been a cornerstone building 
serving the needs of a community passionate about its 
Victorian village character. However, during the Town 
House Building Committee meeting on November 5 - 
held in the Marion Music Hall, another iconic building- it 
was not clear that taxpayers were willing to open their 
wallets wide enough to fund a multi-million dollar 
construction project. 

Committee Chairman Robert Raymond, along 
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with architect Peter Turowski of T2 Architecture and his 
team, presented residents with two conceptual plans that 
have been selected out of a field of eight possibilities. 

They cited numerous current building code violations and 
the costs associated with maintaining decrepit buildings 
as critical issues for the residents to consider. 

Raymond presented the two concepts that the 
committee believes meet the needs of the community. 

Concept A offers a rehabilitation plan primarily 
for the town house with an aesthetically-pleasing addition 
at the back of the building and additional parking. 
Concept A is pegged at just over $12 million with an 
average taxpayer impact of about $188 per year. 

Concept B is a grander idea involving both the 
town house and the library with full-scale rehabilitation, 
additions to each historic structure, and a connector 
building joining the two properties. The connector 
building could be used for a variety of functions including 
space for the Council on Aging and also features new 
parking areas. Concept B is estimated at $28 million with 
an average tax impact of approximately $421. 

"Have you guys really looked into how this 
thing is going to fit into this town?" questioned resident 
Ted North. Financial spreadsheets in hand, he said that 
current and future expenses the town faces came in at 
a whopping $163,000,000, continuing, "and now you 
have prosed $21 million for a town house project!" He 
concluded, "If you look at a twenty year net value that 
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becomes $25,000 or $35,000 per taxpayer." 

Raymond replied, "We were just asked to look at 
the town house, library and Council on Aging." He said 
the project has some flexibility, noting that the buildings 
"aren't going to fix themselves," and that, as time passed, 
construction costs would only rise. He said the committee 
would be talking to the selectmen about applying for state 
grants and other funding sources to relieve some of the 
financial burden taxpayers would face. 

"This project falls into historic restoration . . . 
it should be paid for with private money," said North. 

"If these buildings are so important to Marion, then a 
foundation should be established to raise private money," 
he said. 

The mood of the audience seemed to echo 
North's, until it came to the question of tearing down 
the town house and building new, an idea floated out by 
resident Stephen Kokkins. "Tearing down and replicating 
it so that Mrs. Taber from fifty feet away wouldn't know 
the difference ... is a less expensive option," Kokkins 
asserted. 

Most, however, agreed with resident Bill 
Saltonstall. 

"I'm in favor of trying to preserve the building," 
said Saltonstall. 

Raymond said the committee would continue to 
engage the public moving forward as they prepare to put 
the future of the town house and library to the voters at 
Town Meeting. 


Electric Cars Proposed for Town of Marion

With an agenda full of promising energy 
economies and alternative energy opportunities, Marion 
Energy Management Committee member Jennifer 
Francis presented another intriguing idea: electric cars for 
municipal use. 

What Francis had discovered was a state 
program that provides incentives for eligible public and 
private entities to acquire electric vehicles, as well as the 
installation of charging stations, at reduced cost. 
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In speaking with Evan Melillo, administrative 
assistant to the Dartmouth town administrator, Francis 
learned the complexities of the state grant process. She 
told the committee members that Melillo was successful 
in completing the grant paperwork for Dartmouth. Since 
August, Dartmouth has been using several electric cars 
that have been largely paid for by the state incentive 
program. She said charging stations are part of the 
program, making use of the alternative energy vehicles 
more viable. 

The committee members discussed which town 
departments might benefit from use of the compact car 
styles. They thought that such departments as the Board 
of Health, building inspector, and possibly the Police 
Department detectives might fit best for these economy 
automobiles. They also discussed the cost benefits of 
selling off older gas-powered vehicles versus paying for 
ongoing maintenance. 

Francis will invite Melillo to a meeting in the next 
two months to learn more about the process. Melillo has 
offered his service to the town. 

In other matters, committee member Eileen 
Marum reported on her efforts to draft a comprehensive 
energy management document that will contain such 
language as Marion's intention to lead by example, to 
become a leader in energy management in the southeast. 
Furthermore, that town departments should measure 
energy-saving initiatives and all town departments

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should participate in the process are issues that are also 
addressed. 

Member Bill Saltonstall brought the group up to 
date on the massive wind turbine project currently being 
constructed in Plymouth by Con Edison. He said Marion's 
designated turbine would be completed in the coming 
weeks. 

"It's really very exciting and should result in 20 
to 30 percent reduction to the town," Saltonstall said. The 
cost savings will be realized by the municipality for its 
power consumption. 

The committee is also looking at solar options, 
but await updated information on two solar projects - one 
proposed for Tucker Road in Rochester and one at the 
Benson Brook transfer station in Marion. 

The next meeting of the Marion Energy 
Management Committee is scheduled for November 23 
at 7:00 pm at the Marion Music Hall located at 164 Front 
Street. 

More Solar Farms Proposed for Rochester

Two more new solar energy facility projects came 
before the Rochester Planning Board on the long night of 
November 9, when the meeting went roughly three hours 
into the night. 

Rochester is becoming familiar with the nature of 
the solar project proposal process, and residents, one by 
one, are becoming more knowledgeable on the subject, 
too. 

Some abutters to a solar farm proposed by 
Melink Corporation off Snipatuit Road over near 
Quaker Lane were getting their first lesson in solar farm 
development and planning, raising many of the same 
questions abutters to other projects have had. What about 
screening? Are solar panels toxic? And a new one, aren't 
the tree stumps left behind after clear-cutting full of toxic 
chemicals? 

Engineer Rich Rheaume addressed each abutter's 
concern, including abutter John Hall's concern over the 
size of the rocks the excavators will surely encounter, he

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said. 

"They're gonna find icebergs," said Hall, 
concerned mostly about the amount of heavy truck traffic 
that would ensue after enormous rocks - too large to keep 
on the property - would be removed down the 18-foot 
gravel drive right against his property line. "There's no 
space to store rocks," continued Hall. "I've been very 
vocal about this . . . my property line, you don't mess with 
that." 

Rheaume suggested the method of affixing the 
panels to the rock would be sufficient, screwing the panels 
into the rock with what he called a "fairly narrow screw, 
like a sheetrock screw," to which Hall scoffed. Rheaume 
assured Hall that the project would undergo a thorough 
geotechnical review before construction. 

The site plan, as Rheaume described it, calls for 
eight acres of a 16-acre parcel to be cleared for rows of 
solar arrays, which will abut a roughly 100-acre parcel of 
land Melink offered to the Town as a donation for open 
spaces, which the town recently accepted. 

The plan calls for a no-touch 50-foot area of the 
eastern perimeter of the site, plus an additional double 
row of Leyland cypresses, with a 6-foot chain-link fence 
surrounding the site for security. All work will be kept 
outside the 100-foot wetlands buffer to avoid certain 
filings with the Conservation Commission. 

The project has received approval from the 
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Quality and Service Since 1921 
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Advisory Committee and, due to the presence of eastern 
box turtles, has filed with the Natural Heritage & 
Endangered Species Program and is awaiting approval. 

One resident was not happy about the project, 
saying she never would have purchased her house 11 
years ago if she knew a solar farm would eventually be 
built behind it. 

Other neighbors had concerns over the length of 
the gravel drive and the gate that would be placed 100 
feet down the road, which might be just long enough to 
appeal to those engaging in unsavory nighttime activities. 
Because the Town insisted on having the entry down the 
gravel road to accommodate a few public parking spaces 
for access to the newly acquired conservation land, the 
gate could not be put at the entrance on Snipatuit Road. 
Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson said 24-hour 
video surveillance might deter trespassers, even those 
trying to use AT Vs at the site. 

Johnson gave Rheaume a short list of what he 
wanted to see by the next meeting, which included things 
such as a more detailed landscaping outline and some 
simple "housekeeping" of paperwork. The hearing was 
continued until December 8, allowing enough time for the 
board's peer review process and to ensure all members of 
the board would be present. 

In other matters, a familiar player in the solar 
farm field was again before the board, this time for an 
informal review of a proposed solar farm to be located at

Clean Energy Collective, developers of the 
Clemishaw property solar farm, is interested in 
developing seven acres of a 12-acre lot for solar arrays. 
During this informal meeting with Clean Energy 
Collective Project Manager Greg Carey, the board granted 
a few waivers the developer requested, such as waiving 
the requirement to flag every tree of a 12-inch caliber or 
greater. Three utility poles will be allowed within the 
first 100 feet of the entrance, and a waiver for open space 
requirements was granted, but the board chose to hold off 
on granting a waiver for stormwater management. 

"We're getting more and more familiar with 
solar," said Clean Energy Collective's engineer Bob 
Rogers as he moved ahead into the minutiae of the 
project, similar details he has presented to the board 
before for other solar projects. 

Also during the meeting, the board approved 
a request for an amendment to the site plan review 
approval for Rochester Crossroads at the intersection 
of Routes 58 and 28. The company recently acquired an 
abutting property and will now grade the land instead of 
having to build a retaining wall. All other details remain 
unchanged. 

The board ratified the written decision for the 
Clean Energy Collective proposed solar farm at the 
Clemishaw property in Marion, with the access road to

I realize that I should take my cat to the vet annually to 
get a physical and whatever vaccinations may be due , 
but getting the cat into the cat carrier is a chore.

the facility located at 99 Perry's Lane. After a number 
of continued hearings over the past few months, the 
project finally received Rochester's official approval after 
bouncing back and forth between Marion and Rochester. 

There was a lengthy discussion over the current 
draft of the sign bylaw the Bylaw Subcommittee has 
been working on. Although in the end the board voted 
to move forward with deferring the new language to the 
selectmen, one resident was vocal about government 
taking away residents' constitutional right to free speech. 

"I don't like clutter," said David Ecker. Some 
signs are ugly, but he does feel strongly about people's 
absolute and total right to express their views. 

Ecker specifically opposed language addressing 
political signs, which mandates that political party/ 
candidate signs must be removed within 48 hours of an 
election. Ecker opposed restricting any resident's rights 
further with this bylaw, but did not realize that the 
48-hour rule was already written in the current bylaw. 
The new language simply tweaked language about not 
allowing campaign signs before one month leading up to 
an election - a change, said Johnson, "that riled some of 
the town officials." 

The new limited commercial district bylaw 
was also slightly changed as it pertains to solar energy 
installations after some trial and error with the proposed 
solar farm for a plot of woods between New Bedford 
Road and Dexter Lane.

perpetrators in a bullying incident. Nelson said there 
will be a change to the current physical restraint policy, 
specifically prohibiting mechanical restraints, seclusion, 
and the strict limiting of prone restraint (lying face down). 

"Physical restraint sounds scary," said Nelson 
addressing his comment to parents, "but we use them as 
we do a fire extinguisher - in the case of an emergency." 

In other matters, Medeiros announced a parents' 
informational session slated for December 2 to address the 
implementation of the ALICE (Alert, Lockdown, Inform, 
Counter, and Evacuate) program. The tentative date for 
implementation and student introduction to the program 
is January 21. 

The next meeting of the Rochester School 
Committee is scheduled for December 3 at 6:30 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

District Addresses Challenges this Budget Season 

Mattapoisett School Committee

Mattapoisett School Committee Chairman James 
Higgins is adamantly against adding further School 
Choice slots as a way to supplement the budget as a 
source of revenue - but on November 9, Superintendent 
Doug White told the School Committee that it is going to 
have to decide whether School Choice will be an option to 
address serious shortfalls in revenue, and if not, how the 
committee proposes to fund the district's ever-increasing 
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needs. 

"Over the past three years, the district has lost 
$100,000 due to the cutting back of School Choice," White 
said. "All three districts are going to have to sit down 
and discuss [School Choice] and get on the same page.... 
There needs to be a conversation." 

Higgins insists that the risk of having to spend 
more as a result of students coming into the district via 
School Choice outweighs the financial benefit. For each 
School Choice student, the district receives $5,000, which 
arrives the following fiscal year. 

The chairman continues to advocate for a 
Proposition 2 Vi override to help supplement the school's 
budget, but the idea is still only being discussed. No one 
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yet is certain that a Prop 2 Vi override is the answer. 

''Increasingly, the committee is asking us to fund 
the budget using the Excess and Deficiency Account . . . 
and that's not how you fund a budget year after year." 

The rainy day account funds are being depleted and 
continued use of the account is not sustainable. White 
said. 

Higgins commented that school administration 
is going to have to bite the bullet when it comes to 
approaching town officials during budget season and 
advocate for the district's needs versus the Town's 
unwillingness to fund them. 

"It's a tough job," acknowledged Higgins, "but 
that's what they are there to do." 

Also during the meeting. Director of Student 
Services Michael Nelson gave a speedy summary of 
imminent changes to school policy and the student 
handbook. Under the bullying policy, school staff and 
employees will be added to the list of possible aggressors 
during bullying incidents, and the district is refining 
its physical restraint policy to prohibit methods such 
as isolation, and to limit the use of the prone position 
(face down) restraint. Staff will also be exposed to more 
training about limited use of physical restraint and how to 
operate within the school's policy. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett School 
Committee is scheduled for December 14 at 7:00 pm at 
Center School. 
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The Tao of Choosing Student Novels 

Marion School Committee

In response to some parental concern over how 
sixth grade novels are chosen. Assistant Superintendent 
for Curriculum Dr. Elise Frangos on November 4 
presented information on the reasoning and judgment 
of appropriateness behind selecting assigned literature, 
giving Marion School Committee members reassurance of 
the process. 

In the past, said Frangos, "Teachers selected 
books they loved and kind of imposed [them]." 

"Well, now it's a whole new ballgame," Frangos 
continued. 

Books now are selected as the teaching 
curriculum changes and evolves. And as school districts 
statewide prepare for an eventual review and revamp 
of the social studies curriculum, which has not been 
overhauled in years, aspects of current events and topics 
are often considered along with the reading curriculum 
for a most comprehensive and relevant read for students. 

Selections for this year include Mark Twain's The 
Prince and the Pauper *, the novel Lost Boy , Lost Girl by Peter 
Straub, and The Breadwinner by Deborah Ellis. 

"Each of these books is about heroism . . . and 
resiliency," said Frangos. And they each touch upon 
the polarizing aspects of human existence that keep us 
separate until differences are faced and conquered. 
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"As a parent, I can see why some questions have 
come up," said Marion School Committee Chairman 
Christine Marcolini. Some of the books, she said, 
contained some pretty heavy subject material. "As 
parents, it's natural to worry, 'How's my child going to 
react to this?'" 

Marcolini suggested the schools poll the 
students after reading each book to get a feel for their 
personal takeaway from the novels. She commented 
that sometimes a parent expects a child to take away 
something negative from a novel, "But then that's not 
what the kids take away with them at all." 

"I think that could be quite telling," replied 
Frangos, in favor of Marcolini' s suggestion. 

Sometimes, said School Committee member 
Christine Winters, parents just want to know. 

Director of Student Services Michael Nelson 
announced some changes to school policy and the 
student handbook at the suggestion of the Department 
of Education during its assessment of the district. 

First, under the bullying policy, school staff and school 
employees will be added as possible aggressors in 
bullying incidents, and the physical restraint policy was 
updated to include more staff training, the prohibition of 
seclusion, and the limitation of prone position (face down) 
restraint.

two options presented by the Town House Committee. 
While renovating the Town House is important, focus on 
cost masks the bigger question of how to provide Marion 
residents with the services they both need and deserve. 

For those not present at the meeting. Option 
1 provides complete renovation of the Town House's 
interior, improving the efficiency of the offices for 15- 
20 employees and adding a large meeting room. The 
renovation includes all HVAC and electrical systems and 
makes the building fully accessible. The cost is estimated 
to be $12.5 M. 

Option 2 includes renovation of the Town House 
and uses a connecting building to expand and modernize 
the library and house a new senior center between the 
two 1870s buildings. The 148-year-old library's only 
renovation took place in the early 1980s when the 
population of Marion was about 1,400 residents. Today, 
that same space is trying to serve 4,900 people and it is 
challenging, to say the least. There is inadequate room for 
children's activities, no quiet space for adults to work and 
read, not enough room for books or digital materials, no 
space for programs on site, and deplorable accessibility 
for those with mobility challenges. Our new librarian, 
Libby O'Neill, has added technology classes, monthly 
programs, book groups and other innovative services 
but is unable to add anything further because of a lack of 
room. Modernizing the library would benefit every age 
group in town.

Option 2 also provides for a community center 
with space for our growing senior population, estimated 
to reach 40% in the next decade. Marion is the only 
town in the area that does not have a permanent facility 
dedicated to senior needs. This new center would provide 
program space for senior activities and socializing, room 
for a social day program and would house the CO A 
offices and town's health services. There would be a large 
meeting room/ kitchen, serving all three organizations, 
and available for day and evening meetings alike by 
having a separate accessible entrance, and for activities 
like senior lunches. 

Although the price tag for Option 2 is high, 
namely $28.5 M, it would provide much more for the 
average Marion citizen. A renovated Town House would 
have efficient offices for town employees and a large 
meeting room but nothing new in the way of programs. 
Option 2 would expand the opportunity to serve every 
age group in town with improvements in services that 
must happen sooner or later to keep the town up-to-date. 
In short. Option 2 would provide three times the benefits 
of Option 1, for a little more than twice the cost, which 
seems like a better bargain for the future of Marion. 

The Town House committee has indicated there 
are modifications that can probably be made to the 
current plans to bring some cost savings to the project 
which would be all to the good. Now Marion residents 
should share their preferences with the Town House

Twice Upon a Time (1983). With the voices of Lorenzo Music 
and Marshall Efron. Directed by John Korty and Charles 
Swenson. Running time: 75 minutes. MPA A rating: PG. 

Something was in the air in the late ‘70s — a small, 
weird, but welcome animation renaissance that popped up in 
the void left by Disney in their dreary pre-Mermaid days. Ralph 
Bakshi hadn’t yet packed it in, Don Bluth was getting started, 
and not-for-kids toons like Heavy Metal and Rock and Rule 
were actually financed and put in theaters. Of course, given 
the lead time of cel animation back then, most of these didn’t 
hit theaters until the early ‘80s, coinciding with a rise in sci-fi/ 
fantasy films. Many of these experiments found little box-office 
traction but gathered cults that persist even now. 

The cultiest of them all might well be 1983’s Twice 
Upon a Time, bankrolled by none other than Lucasfilm. It was 
released in a grand total of one theater, then banished to HBO 
for a handful of showings, which is how most of its fans caught 
it. Due to a foofarah over which version was being shown 
— there were two, one seasoned with lots of PG profanity, one 
largely clean — the film has been unavailable for decades. The 
cleaner version was the preferred version of its co-director, 

John Korty, but viewers erroneously considered the more 
profane version the “uncut, uncensored” one and thus the 
more attractive one. Now, finally, Warner Archives has made 
available a burn-on-demand DVD containing both versions. 

What the new viewer (as well as the longtime fan 
who has never seen it in its proper 1.85:1 aspect ratio) will get 
here is a visually sumptuous experience tied to a fairly simple 
story given convolutions by Korty, his co-director Charles 
Swenson, and cowriters Suella Kennedy and Bill Couterie. In 
the black-and-white land of Din (Earth) live the Rushers (us), 
who receive sweet dreams from Greensleeves and the Figmen 
of Imagination. Not-so-sweet dreams arrive courtesy of the 
nefarious Synonamess Botch, who kidnaps Greensleeves and 
seeks to entrap us Rushers in waking nightmares forever. Our 
heroes are Ralph the All-Purpose Animal and Mumford the 
mime, who must keep Botch from procuring the main spring 
from the Cosmic Clock, which ... well, you see what I mean 



about convolutions. 

You could very well just let Twice Upon a Time babble 
and rave in front of you (most of the dialogue was improvised) 
and care nothing about its plot, because every frame looks as 
though it were engineered by the Figmen of Imagination. The 
animation style, which for all I know was limited to this one 
film, was called “Lumage,” in which plastic cut-out figures 
were filmed atop a light table, resulting in a lively and unique 
world of subtle hues. It reminded me of Terry Gilliam’s madcap 
creations for Monty Python's Flying Circus, as well as the 
trippy, quippy wooziness of Yellow Submarine; but its sarcastic, 
visually fecund spirit is all its own. Animation fans, and 
admirers of pure cinema in general, owe it to themselves to see 
this at least once. 

I watched Korty ’s preferred version, which still packs 
a couple of PG-rated swears (so neither version is altogether 
school-vie wing-safe). The movie is essentially a comedy, 
satirizing such tropes as the Fairy Godmother (who here 
wants to be called FGM) and the superhero (goofed on via a 
caped idiot called Rod Rescueman) and paying homage to its 
executive patron when a television-headed creature named Ibor 
plays footage of Darth Vader and Indiana Jones on its face. The 
biggest name in the voice cast is the late Lorenzo Music, who 
voiced Garfield for years and does Ralph’s voice in the same 
jaded deadpan. But as I say, you could almost turn the sound 
off (a good way to avoid the lame, much-derided songs on the 
soundtrack) and still groove on the colors and the weirdness and 
the dreams and nightmares and the killer Scotch tape dispensers 
and so on.
